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Why should we care for 
May’s PCC elections? 


IT IS fair to say the jury is still very 
much out on the effectiveness, or 
otherwise, of the police and crime 
commissioner role. 

There is no denying that it has 
achieved at least one of its aims - of 
providing a high profile figure for the 
public to engage with on policing 
matters. They may not be able to 
alter operational aspects - that 
remains tightly controlled, quite 
rightly, by the chief constable - but 
wider issues now have a target. 

Yet, it is, right now, something of a 
poisoned chalice. Not only does it 
catapult many into the public 
eye to the extent they forget 
they can become a target for 
negative as well as positive, 
stage-managed, headlines (are 
you listening Ann Barnes?) but 
the police budget is, in real 
terms, in steady decline. And 
no-one really wants to be 
the face of yet more 
cuts. Any politician 
wants to spend to 
show intent. That’s 



a nigh-on impossibility right now. It’s 
more a case of spreading a decreasing 
amount of jam over a wider slice of 
toast. Which is hardly appetising. 

So where does that leave us? 
Hopefully, it will make us engage this 
time with the electorial process as 
May’s vote approaches. Some 84 per 
cent of us couldn’t be bothered to 
turn out last time. 

Your politics will, inevitably, make 
you lean towards a particular candi¬ 
date, but what is most essential is that 
we all think long and hard about how 
we want the framework of our 
policing structured. 

You may not care much for 
the role - you may never have 
seen the point - but better you 
influence it than ignore it. 
Over the coming weeks, we’ll 
be covering the build-up and 
profiling the candidates to help 
you make the right 

choice. The county’s 
safety, after all, 
affects every 
single one of us.

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Will conviction thwart 
landlord’s PCC vote bid?

A QUESTION mark continues to 
hang over property magnate 
Fergus Wilson’s ability to stand in 
this May’s police and crime 
commissioner elections. 

The former landlord, who is 
selling off his Ashford and 
Maidstone property portfolio for 
£250 million, has announced his 
intention to run as a candidate, 
despite holding a previous 
conviction for assault. 

The conviction relates to an 
incident in 2013 when he was 
found guilty of assault by beating, 
after hitting an estate agent in 
Folkestone following a row. 

He was fined £1,500. 

Electoral Commission guidance 
for potential PCC candidates states: 
“You cannot stand for election if, on 
the day of your nomination, and on 
polling day you have ever been 
convicted of an imprisonable offence. 

“This disqualification applies 
even if you were not actually 
imprisoned for that offence, or the 
conviction has been spent.” 

Common assault can carry a 
six-month jail term. 


However, Mr Wilson claims 
advice given to him states he will 
be able to run in the election on 
May 5, as his conviction did not 
carry a sentencing of more than a 
year in prison. 

He told KoS: “I’ve been told the 
process for election works exactly the 
same as MPs, it’s if you’ve been 
convicted of a crime carrying a mini¬ 
mum sentence of a year or more. 

“People are welcome to com¬ 
plain, but the only people who will 


complain are those who feel they 
are front runners for the election 
and feel they need to get me out of 
the picture.” 

The deadine for nominations is 
April 7, Mr Wilson has been one of 
the most high-profile candidates as 
this early stage with extensive 
advertising campaigns in the local 
media - including Kent on Sunday. 

While his rivals representing the 
main parties - such as the 
Conservatives and Ukip - preferred 


not to be drawn into whether Mr 
Wilson should be allowed to stand 
or not, his inclusion on the ballot 
paper would likely generate 
publicity, both good and bad, for 
the office. When Ann Barnes won 
the first election in 2012 she did so 
on a turn-out of just 16 per cent. 

She has so far refused to 
comment on her intention to stand 
again. 

This year’s election takes place 
on May 5 alongside local elections.

CLASSIC vehicle owners are being 
urged to invest in security equip¬ 
ment after a spate of crimes across 
the south east - with Kent particu¬ 
larly badly hit. 

The International Association of 
Auto Theft Investigators (IAATI) 
says the trend to target the vehicles 
started in 2015 has shows no sign of 
slowing. 

Dr Ken German, communications 
director at IAATI UK, and a former 
British Police rally champion, said: 

“A recent Home Office report 
highlighted the threat and already in 
2016 we’ve seen modern classic 
vehicle thefts across the UK. 

“Criminal gangs are targeting 
1980s classic cars, but also motor¬ 
bikes, vans and campervans. The 
south east, and Kent in particular, is 
the hotspot, probably due to the 
speed at which vehicles can be 
moved out of the country to Europe 
and beyond. 

“Models such as Cortinas and 
Escorts were changing hands for a 


few hundred quid a decade ago, but 
as their numbers have dwindled they 
have become increasingly desirable. 
I’ve heard theories that they might 
be being stolen for banger racing or 
parts, but I suspect it’s all about the 
resale value. Enthusiasts and 
collectors will pay thousands, 
sometimes tens of thousands of 
pounds for a nice example. 

“When you add in the fact that 
most don’t have the security systems 
that come as standard on modern 
cars, you can see the attraction for 
criminals. 

“Classic vehicle owners need to 
react, first by dismissing the idea 
that ‘it won’t happen to me’ and 
second by taking practical steps to 
protect their asset. 

“Alarms, engine immobilisers, 
tracking devices and the new DNA 
invisible markings can all be wise 
investments. Bear in mind you 
should always opt for insurance 
industry and Thatcham listed 
products.”

Duo face life terms after 
killing OAP in ‘vicious’ 
knife attack in his home

A KILLER who boasted he had “got 
away with murder” is facing a life 
sentence behind bars after being 
found guilty of the killing of Faver- 
sham pensioner John Birney. 

A jury at Maidstone Crown Court 
found John Barham, 25, formerly of 
Quarry Road, Maidstone, and Alli¬ 
son Tomlin, 48, of no fixed address, 
guilty of killing the 69-year-old at 
his Rocky Hill Terrace flat on June 8, 
2015. They will be sentenced soon. 

He was found with multiple stab 
wounds to his head and believed to 
have been undiscovered for some time. 

Arrested and originally released 
by police at the time of the crime, 
Barham then boasted to several peo¬ 
ple how he had got away with mur¬ 
der. He was subsequently rearrested 
after police were informed. 

And on Thursday, both he and 
Tomlin were found guilty following 
a seven-week trial. 

The court heard Mr Birney’s body

was discovered at the flats after a 
neighbour voiced concerns that she 
had not seen him for some time. 

Officers attended and found a 
blood-stained knife lying next to 
him and another blade beneath the 


sofa bed on which he was lying. A 
dark-coloured coat belt was also tied 
tightly around his left wrist. 

It was quickly established that 
Barham had visited Mr Birney’s flat 
around the time of his death, and 
that Tomlin had also been seen with 
him on more than one occasion. 

Following their arrests, forensic 
tests concluded that the victim’s blood 
was on a pair of jeans belonging to 
Barham and that Tomlin’s DNA was 
found on both knives and various oth¬ 
er items in the flat. The belt tied around 
Mr Birney’s wrist is also believed to 
have come from her coat. 

Senior investigating officer In¬ 
spector Lee Whitehead said: “We 
may never know the truth behind 
why they did what they did to John 
Birney but it was clear to the jury 
that they intended to kill him. 

“Whatever the reason, there can 
be no doubt that this was a vicious 
attack and that Mr Birney suffered 
as a result. He and Tomlin are clear¬ 
ly very dangerous individuals and 
can look forward to spending a 
lengthy period of time behind bars.”

KCC told to drop support for 
lower Thames crossing route

OPPOSITION groups have come out fighting 
after last week’s announcement that the pre¬ 
ferred option for a lower Thames crossing 
was for east of Gravesend. 

Highways England began an eight-week 
consultation into the multi-billion pound 
project - opting for the Gravesham option 
over an alternative at Dartford. 

But this week the decision has come under 
fire from both local residents, and a leading 
property consultants. 

Abridge2far, a local group opposing the 
plan, kicked off the week by demanding Kent 
County Council (KCC) withdraw its support 
for the ‘Option C’ proposal. 

A spokesman for the group said: “KCC’s 
two main preconditions for supporting the 
crossing have been rejected by Highways 
England. 

“At the time of the previous consultation on 
the location of the proposed crossing in 2013, 
KCC strongly supported Option C ‘on the con¬ 
dition that the connection to the M2 is moved 
westwards thus connecting into the A2’. 

“The widening of the A229 between the M2 
and M20 was also an integral part of KCC’s 
support. In the latest consultation, Highways 
England has recommended the connection 


should not be moved westward to the A2 as 
KCC’s conditional support demanded. They 
have also dismissed the widening of the A229 
which was integral to KCC’s preferred option. 

“Abridge2far has asked if Paul Carter and 
KCC will now withdraw their support since 
neither of their conditions have been met, and 
will now instead support the thousands of Kent 
residents whose lives will be devastated by this 
monstrous plan, and call for it to be scrapped.” 

KCC failed to comment, despite requests. 

Meanwhile, property consultants the BTF 


Partnership said the plans would “blight 
farms, businesses, and cause misery for 
property owners”. 

Tom French, from BTF, said: “I would 
strongly advise all those potentially affect¬ 
ed to take part in the consultation, but it 
should be done with the need to ‘play 
smart’ and not get over emotional. 

“The key is to ‘manage’ this period of un¬ 
certainty and understand your position. 

“It’s not a question of if it’s built, but 
when it’s built.” 


Probe into dead dog 
found dumped in bag 

THE body of a dog found dumped in a tied-up 
bag in a brook near Maidstone has sparked an 
appeal for information from the RSPCA. 

The dead adult Jack Russell terrier was found 
inside the large dog food bag, tied up with twine 
by a passing dog walker between Lees and 
Benover Road in Yalding last Sunday. 

RSPCA inspector Rosie Russon said: “It is 
possible she may have been alive when dumped.” 

Mental health service 
all set for April launch 

A NEW mental health and wellbeing service for 
the county launches in April. 

The service will aim to promote people’s 
recovery from mental health challenges and 
support them to re-engage with their community It 
will be delivered by the Shaw Trust and Porchlight. 
It was commissioned by Kent’s seven CCGs.

Commuter compensation 
confirmed by train firm 


TRAIN firm Southeastern this 
week confirmed it will compen¬ 
sate passengers affected by the 
Dover sea wall collapse on 
Christmas Eve. 

Passengers have faced taking 
alternative routes after the 
wall, which supports the track 
between Dover Priory and 
Folkestone, showed cracks and 
large sinkholes appeared 
alongside the rails. No services 
have operated their since, and 
engineers say it is likely to 
remain shut for months. 

Now Southeastern says it will 
refund the difference in cost 
between mainline and high 
speed fares to those travelling 
from Sandwich, Deal, Walmer, 
Martin Mill or Dover Priory 
since the collapse. 

It will also give all season 
ticket holders from the affected 


stations a 20 per cent refund on 
the cost of their mainline fare, 
which will be backdated for 
January. 

Passengers renewing or 
purchasing tickets are advised 
to purchase a mainline ticket, 
which will be valid on all high 
speed and mainline services 
until further notice. 

David Statham, managing 
director at Southeastern, said: 
“We know this closure has 
caused a lot of frustration and 
inconvenience. 

“This compensation is in 
recognition of the loss of 
(direct) high speed services and 
extra journey times for these 
passengers. 

“We’ll continue to work on 
what we can do to provide more 
journey options whilst the line 
is closed.”

He added: “We would rec¬ 
ommend those who believe 
they have fallen victim to 
contact the police. Their case 
will be treated with care and 
absolute confidence and they 
will be treated as victims and 
not as suspects. 

“We believe it is in people’s 
best interest to come for¬ 
ward.” 

Mr Manley said those that 
invested may have encour¬ 
aged friends and family to do 
the same, believing they were 
simply introducing them to a 
good deal and opportunity. 

He said of the £50 million 
invested only £lm of that has 
been recovered - equating to 
2p in every pound for the wid¬ 
er pool of between 600-800 
victims. 

“There is still money miss¬ 
ing, but I have some doubts as 
to whether any more will be 
found. The only justice people 
are going to get is if their story 
is told,” he added. 

The appeal comes nine 
months after the City of Lon¬ 
don Police arrested 10 men 
and three women, all of 
whom work at the City-based 
foreign exchange trading 
company, on suspicion of 
fraud by false representation 
and money laundering. 

Detectives, supported by 
the Financial Conduct Au¬ 
thority, also seized a host of 
computers and documentary 
evidence. The 13 suspects 
were questioned and released 
on bail until March. Another 
man has since been arrested 
and is also on bail.

H undreds of 

Gurkhas who 
may be victims 
of a suspected 
£50 million 
fraudulent Ponzi scheme are 
being urged to come forward 
by police. 

Since October 2014, City of 
London Police have been in¬ 
vestigating Capital World 
Market, based in the City, 
which was offering five per 
cent interest per month to 
investors. 

Ponzi schemes are fraudu¬ 
lent investment operations 
which pay returns to its in¬ 
vestors from new capital paid 
to the operators by new inves¬ 
tors, rather than from profit 
earned by the operator. 

And it is feared the Gurkha 
communities in Kent - par¬ 
ticularly in Maidstone, Ash¬ 
ford and Shepway - could 
have fallen victim. 

Detectives have heard from 
some potential victims of how 
they have invested sums from 
the thousands to the millions 
- seeing little or no return - 
but it is thought the majority 
of alleged victims were from 
the Gurkha and Nepalese 
community, and are yet to 
come forward. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Dave Manley said evidence 
suggests that hundreds of 
members of the Gurkha and 
Nepalese community may 
have been targeted. 




He said: “Out of the 450 
Gurkha and Nepalese alleged 
victims that we believe may 
have invested, less than one 
per cent from that communi¬ 
ty have come forward so far. 

“The others are a large 
piece of the jigsaw that is 
missing - the harm caused to 
individuals, their families, 
their pension pots and life 
savings - at the moment is not 
being represented within the 
case. 

“The story of how this has 
impacted and affected people 
needs to be told in the judicial 
process. It would be a shame 
for us to get to the next stage 
and the level of harm that’s 
been caused to the communi¬ 
ty is not measured or part of 
the case.” 

Action Fraud states on its 
website that Ponzi schemes 
are “get rich quick investment 
scams,” and that there is no 
actual investment as “the 
fraudsters siphon off the mon¬ 
ey for themselves”. 

In an intelligence-led in¬ 
vestigation, detectives 

swooped on the alleged scam 
before the cash ran out, but 
Mr Manley said payments to 
investors would have dried up 
that month. 

Gary Ghale, from the Gur¬ 
kha Welfare Trust, said it is 
the first time he has heard of 
this type of scheme involving 
so many people from the Gur¬ 
kha and Nepalese communi¬ 
ties, and that he can think of 
three reasons potential vic¬ 
tims may be reluctant to come 
forward. 

“Firstly, they might not 
have heard of the investiga¬ 
tion,” he said. “Secondly, it is 
because they are worried 
they might be implicated in 
this inves-

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Growers pray for chills as 
mild winter risks key crop 

While our energy bills have benefited from mild temperatures our apple and J 
pear growers say they are ‘staring down barrel of a gun’. Chris Murphy reports 


G rowers of apples and 
pears are facing disas¬ 
ter this year if the 
weather doesn’t get 
colder right now. 

The fruit, so often synonymous 
with the county, desperately 
needs freezing weather to help 
with this year’s harvest. 

Our biggest grower, AC 
Goatham & Son, said the arrival 
of the recent chill of winter fol¬ 
lowing the warmest December 
on record has been welcome, but 
is not enough. 

Now a leading expert in the 
field says farmers are “looking 
down the barrel of a gun”. 

Orchards need a minimum of 
820 hours for apples and 620 
hours for pears at temperatures 
below 7.2C, to help the new fruit 
and leaf buds to develop in the 
spring. 

Nigel Jenner is an agronomist 
for the British Growers Associa¬ 
tion and also works at his fami¬ 
ly’s Great Sheephurst Farm, at 
Marden, where 120 of the 150 
acre total is dedicated to apples 
and pears. 

He told us: “We need colder 
weather and while it has been a 
bit chilly we haven’t had any¬ 
thing like enough of it. It has 
been desperate. 

“Apart from one week, the av¬ 
erage daytime temperature has 
been around 10 degrees, it is far, 
far too warm and that is going to 
cause problems. 

“It is too early to say if there is 
going to be a major shortage. 
Over the next two weeks, we 
need freezing temperatures if 
the September crop is going to be 
saved. 

“It is not too late to save it, but 
we are getting to the stage where 
if it doesn’t change in the next 
couple of weeks it will be too 
late. The trees will break dor¬ 
mancy. As it is, because Decem¬ 
ber was so mild, many have not 


reached proper dormancy as it is. 

“They will get to budburst and 
that will be it. We are absolutely 
looking down the barrel of a gun 
here.” 

The Goatham empire is spread 
over 16 farms with 20 partner 
farms across Medway and Kent. 

Together they account for al¬ 
most 20 per cent of British apples 
sold in the UK and a third of all 
conference pears. It annually 
produces some 150 million 
apples. 

Nigel Stewart, technical direc¬ 
tor at the company, said: “To a lot 
of people, growing apples and 
pears is as simple as planting the 
tree and waiting for the fruit to 
blossom but that isn’t the case. 
There is a lot of hard work that 
goes in to growing fruit, espe¬ 
cially over the winter months. 

“When flower and leaf buds are 
formed during the summer and 
autumn, growth inhibitors accu¬ 
mulate, preventing the buds 
from opening during the winter. 
Chilling is then required to 
break down these growth inhibi¬ 
tors and ensure the buds open at 
the right time of year. Each tree 
needs a specific number of chill 
hours below a certain tempera¬ 
ture to break dormancy and that 
varies from variety to variety. 

“Pears require a minimum of 
620 hours and apples need at 
least 820 hours of exposure to 
the cold. We keep a close eye on 
the weather over the winter 
months and a track record of the 
number of chill hours. If the 
trees get insufficient chilling, 
then they may suffer from de¬ 
layed or uneven flowering and 
leafing which can lead to poorer 
crops. 

“As of February 2, our orchards 
at Bredgar, Sittingbourne, had 
benefited from the most chill 
hours totalling 788 hours, whilst 
Canterbury had received the 
least with around 535 hours, so 


quite a contrast across the 
region.” 

Adds Nigel Jenner: “We can’t 
do anything about it, just hope 
the weather suddenly gets a lot 
colder for a longer period. 

“I was in a pear orchards last 
week, and I was finding the odd 
blossom which is ridiculous be¬ 
cause pears would normally be 
in blossom at the end of April. 

“And I am finding some blos¬ 
som trusses now. It is absolutely 
crazy. 

“That would potentially be 
fruit bud and now that is not go¬ 
ing to make it now. 

“If you are asking me for my 
prediction for the fruit season at 
this stage, I would say we could 
struggle. 

“Nature is a funny thing and 
you are never quite sure what it 
is going to be in the next couple 
of months. 

“This is a vital time of year. 
What you really need is for the 
trees to shut down properly and 
get properly dormant, and that 
just hasn’t happened. 

“The only positive is that I have 
not used as much heating oil this 
year but in terms of the job, we 
are desperate for two weeks of 
zero or below weather to get 
some proper dormancy in the 
trees. After two weeks, it will all 
be too late and the horse will 
have bolted.” 

At Broomfield Farm in Me- 
opham, John Tobutt has 12 acres 
of apples and pears. 

He told us: “Generally speak¬ 
ing, things have been too warm 
for us. We need the really cold 
weather to slow the trees 
down. They are getting 
ahead of themselves. 

“With blossom coming 
out now, we are in danger 
of then getting a really 
cold spell further down 
the road and that will 
completely kill off the 
fruit. 

“A late frost will destroy 
the fruit as it is in transi¬ 
tion. They are very delicate 
at that stage, which is why 
they need to blossom later 
rather than sooner. We are 
just hoping the weather chang 
es soon or we could be in trouble 
this year.” 

Apple trees are typically in 
blossom for 14 days however 
blossom time varies depending 
on the variety. The length of time 
the tree is in blossom will also 
vary depending on the weather. 
The pollination period is there¬ 
fore crucial so it is important pol¬ 
linator trees are in flower at the 
same time as the main variety.

Should we be 
losing sleep 
over £40m LED 
street lighting? 

After the controversy of the partial switch-off of 
the county’s street lights, this week County Hall 
will discuss plans to switch them all back on 
again - but this time with new energy-efficient 
bulbs. But some say it may not be a bright idea...

T hose opposed to a 
£ 4 0 m i 1 1 i o n 
scheme to replace 
our street lamp 
bulbs with light 
emitting diode (LED) technol¬ 
ogy, say it could leave our 
homes bathed in a light which 
makes it difficult to sleep. 

And although council 
chiefs have been quick to 
claim it has plans in place to 
enable it tackle any such 
problems, it is casting a shad¬ 
ow over claims of the brave 
new, more environmentally- 
friendly world. 

Following on from the 
hugely controversial decision 
to turn off some street light¬ 
ing at certain points at night, 
the switch to LED should 
mean everywhere is illumi¬ 
nated again. 

But it is the nature of the il¬ 
lumination which is causing 
some anxiety. 

From March, 38 months of 
work will begin to convert the 
county’s 118,000 street lights 
to LEDs after a contract was 
awarded by Kent County 
Council (KCC) last week. 

With the current bill for 
Kent’s street lights, and lit 
signs, standing at £9.5m a 
year in maintenance, elec¬ 
tricity costs and the associat¬ 


ed carbon tax, changes are 
being implemented which 
KCC says will save tax payers 
up to £5.2m a year. 

The savings are expected to 
come as a result of the newly- 
upgraded lighting being con¬ 
nected to an individual cen¬ 
tral management system 
(CMS) that will allow the 
council to monitor and adapt 
lighting levels in the future. 

The £40m project is being 
partly funded by a £22m loan 
from Salix, a government or¬ 
ganisation, funded by the De¬ 
partment of Energy and Cli¬ 
mate Change, which provides 
interest-free loans to the pub¬ 
lic sector. 

When calculating the sav¬ 
ings, KCC claims the work 
will pay for itself within eight 
years. 

However, the council has 
been challenged over a 
number of issues brought by 
the introduction of LEDs, par¬ 
ticularly with regards to 
health and conservation of 
key heritage sites in the 
county. 

LEDs are available in a va¬ 
riety of correlated colour tem¬ 
peratures (CCT). 

A CCT is a specification of 
the colour appearance of light 
when it is emitted, related to 
temperature measured in de¬ 
grees Kelvin (K). 


The International Dark- 
Sky Association (IDA) - an 
organisation that works to 
help stop light pollution - has 
set a recommended CCT limit 
of 3000K for outdoor light¬ 
ing, as a high CCT would lead 
to potentially damaging lev¬ 
els of ‘blue’ light. KCC has yet 
to confirm the levels deployed 
in Kent’s lighting proposed 
but say it will be carefully 
monitored. 

While these type of lights 
tend to be up to 15 per cent 
more efficient than ‘yellow’ 
lights - therefore making 
them a popular choice among 
authorities making changes 
- they are believed to carry 
health risks. 

Exposure to such light at 
night time has been shown to 
affect the body’s pattern of 
sleeping and waking, while 
there have also been links - 
albeit tenuous ones - between 
decreased melatonin, which 
such exposure creates, and 
an increased risk of cancer. 

This is not a particularly 
new phenomenon, with sci¬ 
entists long warning about 
the dangers of using our 
smartphones and other elec¬ 
tronic devices in bed. 

Simon Nicholas is a Cardiff- 
based engineer who has cam¬ 
paigned across the country 
against the introduction of

LED lights, and successfully forced 
councils to pull out of plans to install 
them in other areas of the UK. 


He said: “Councils were initially in 
complete denial about the health 
issues but now there is evidence 


available they can’t ignore it. 

“If you are spending millions on 
LEDs you need a specification which 


is environmentally benign and not 
affecting health and I’m not sure 
that’s the case in Kent. 


“I don’t think local authorities have 
the skill set to carry out the necessary 
due diligence. 

“They are relying on it being al¬ 
right on the night.” 

However, any fears were dismissed 
by KCC cabinet member for environ¬ 
ment and transport, Matthew Bal¬ 
four, who insisted that plenty of re¬ 
search had been done. 

He told KoS: “Potential health risks 
were given considerable discussion 
because it would be wrong to spend a 
great deal of money and find out they 
were dangerous. 

“I can’t be 100 per cent certain but 
we have found there to be no safety 
risk to LED lighting.” 

Ideas such as these are not mere 
theories, though - when the changes 
were rolled out in other areas of the 
country, homeowners complained 
about the glare of the lights on resi¬ 
dential roads, which was so harsh 
and severe that it meant they strug¬ 
gled to sleep. 

Mr Nicholas revealed that the LED 
lights outside his apartment are so 
bright that it looks like daylight, and 
as a result, birds begin singing as ear¬ 
ly as 3.20am. 

Dr George Dobre, senior lecturer in 
applied optics at the University of 
Kent, said: “The way the eye works 
means you’re always going to find 
this kind of light harsher and less 
pleasant on our eyes at night. 

“This is because they are more sen¬ 
sitive to shorter wavelengths than in 
the day, so blue light being produced 
will tend to appear brighter.” 

Furthermore, the glare of some 
LED lights is so potent that they are 
banned in some art galleries because

they have the ability to bleach the 
paint on works on display. 

In addition to fears over health and 
sleeping patterns, concerns have 
been raised over the aesthetics of the 
street lights, which have been viewed 
in other areas of the UK as an ugly 
blot on the urban landscape. 

However, conservation officers 
were coy when quizzed on the impact 
the lights would have on Kent’s his¬ 
toric environment, and the glare of 
LED lights beaming down on the likes 
of the cathedrals in Canterbury and 
Rochester or Tunbridge Wells’ the 
Pantiles. 

A spokesperson for Tunbridge 
Wells Borough Council said: “Appar¬ 
ently the county’s conservation offic¬ 
ers are considering this issue at their 
next meeting so I don’t think we can 
pre-empt that. 

“I gather they’re considering the 
impact on heritage areas but obvi¬ 
ously the health issues are not within 
their remit.” 

Stephen Peckham, chair of Canter¬ 
bury district Green Party, added: “A 
lot of councils tend to put the bright¬ 
est lights on key traffic roads where 
you are not too bothered about the 
aesthetics. 

“They then put a lower Kelvin 
measure - usually between 3000K 
and 4000K - on residential roads. 

“I don’t know what KCC’s inten¬ 
tions are but hopefully they will adopt 
a similar approach and historic loca¬ 
tions in the county won’t be adversely 
affected. 

“Producing a more intelligent con¬ 
trol system is a really key point.” 

Mr Nicholas added: “Aesthetically 
they’re not particularly pleasing, and

I think the people that design them 
are trying to make a fashion 
statement. 

“Unless there’s a specific need for a 


fancy design, most run-of-the-mill 
lamp posts should just blend into 
their surroundings. 

“It’s indicative of this culture where 


we need to make all technology look 
sexy.” 

While Cllr Balfour admitted he 
didn’t know the CCT specification 
that would be used, he insisted the 
brightness would be controlled so as 
not to cause harm or discomfort. 

He said: “Where the concerns are is 
the spectrum of colour, and we’ve 
specificied a ‘natural white’. 

“I don’t think people necessarily 
like the way the lights currently look 
so it’s a positive change. 

“There are sensitive places like ca¬ 
thedrals where extra care needs to be 
taken to enhance them rather than 
make them look horrid. 

“There will have to be discussions 
about luminosity and hopefully once 
the ball is rolling we can set up a sys¬ 
tem where communities can go to the 
first level of local government and 
make specific requests. 

“This can then make its way up the 
local government family and through 
joint transport boards and I see no 
reason why we can’t have that kind of 
flexibility - that’s the beauty of the 
CMS. 

“By embracing LED lighting in one 
of the largest projects of its kind in the 
United Kingdom, we can make sig¬ 
nificant savings to our electricity bill 
and cut our carbon footprint. 

“We will prioritise residential areas 
before tackling town centres, and the 
main roads.” 

With a longer lifespan than their 
traditional sodium and fluorescent 
bulb counterparts, lasting up to 
100,000 hours in some cases, the in¬ 
troduction of LEDs means there will 
be fewer bulbs filling up landfill sites 
in Kent following the switch. 

And because they contain no toxic 
materials, they can also be recycled. 


The work will be carried out by 
Bouygues Energies and Services In¬ 
frastructure, after securing the big- 
money contract. 

Managing director Edward Peeke 
said: “This is exactly the approach we 
believe needs to be adopted across the 
country to move to a low energy, low 
maintenance street lighting net¬ 
work.” 

However, KCC was unable to con¬ 
firm what will happen to the existing 
lights, which Mr Nicholas felt didn’t 
make good financial sense. 

He said: “It has to be questioned 
whether this is a good investment. 

“It seems to me that KCC has just 
decided to rip out the existing lights, 
throw 118,000 bulbs in a skip and in¬ 
stall LED lights irrespective of value. 

“Other councils are beginning to 
be more prudent and doing it in a 
more measured way, with a gradual 
installation over a long period of 
time.” 

A return to all-night street lighting 
will be discussed by the council next 
week, after results of a consultation 
revealed it a preferable option to part- 
night lighting. 

KCC sought views on its plans over 
a ten-week period, after a switch-off 
trial received claims of an increase in 
crime in some areas, and local resi¬ 
dents left feeling vulnerable. 

Of the 3,700 responses to the con¬ 
sultation, 63 per cent said they pre¬ 
ferred the county’s streets to be lit 
throughout the night, while the re¬ 
maining 37 per cent said they pre¬ 
ferred part-night lighting at the cur¬ 
rent level. 

The findings are set to be debated at 
a meeting of the environment and 
transport cabinet committee on 
Friday.

Last gasp bid to stop hovercraft 
being blown onto the scrapheap 

Land ownership dispute puts future of historic cross-Channel craft in doubt. Chris Murphy reports... 


T HEY were so different, 
crowds regularly gathered to 
watch the giant hovercraft 
leave from Dover, but now 
the last two remaining are in 
danger of being turned in to scrap. 

A major campaign has been 
launched to save the Princess Margaret 
and Princess Anne, both former regu¬ 
lars on the Kent coast before the more 
cost-effective catamarans took over the 
lucrative cross-Channel business. 

The two magnificent hovercraft are 
now the most popular exhibits at the 
Hovercraft Museum at Lee-on-Solent 
in Hampshire. 

But after a protracted legal battle, 
ownership of the land and the two 
hovercraft is in the hands of the gov¬ 
ernment’s Homes and Communities 
Agency (HCA). 

And it wants to sell it off to a devel¬ 
oper to build homes and businesses. 

That means one is almost certain 
to become scrap, but now the fight is 
on to save the other. 

That means the bulldozers are on 
their way and the museum, backed 
by the Dover-based British Hovercraft 
Company, is making a desperate bid 
to the agency to allow at least one of 
the two SRN4 hovercraft to remain in 
place at the museum, which will be 
allowed to stay in business. 

It’s important as these are the last 
two of their kind in existence. 

The hovercraft have been on the 
site since they were decommissioned 
in 2000, but due to building work the 
small volunteer-run museum has 


been closed to visitors for most of the 
last two years - only re-opening in 
January. 

But this latest legal battle casts a 
shadow over the land which houses 
the hovercraft. 

More than 11,000 people have al¬ 
ready signed a petition calling for 
them to be saved - but there are 
mounting concerns it may be too late. 

Ownership of the hovercraft has 
been a major bone of contention and 
the HCA is now the owner of both the 
land and craft. 

Behind the public campaign is 
Emma Pullen, who runs The Hover¬ 
craft Company in Dover, and is a trus¬ 
tee of the museum. 

She told us: “There has been a long- 
running legal battle that we have not 
been allowed to talk about until now. 

“After the legal storm died down, the 
HCA is now the new owner, and we are 
appealing to them to allow at least one 
hovercraft to remain at the museum. 

“They do face destruction and re¬ 
moval unless a last-minute reprieve 
is granted by the site owner. 

“These SRN4’s are the centre point of 
the museum and our most important 
exhibits. Many people come simply to 
see these huge relics from a bygone age 
and their loss would be an enormous 
blow to the museum. But more impor¬ 
tant than that is the fact that they are a 
piece of British history, the like of which 
we will never see again. 

“The Hovercraft Museum trust is 
dedicated to preserving them and we 
hope that a deal can be reached to al¬ 


low this to happen. The final decision 
is out of our hands and this has all 
happened at very short notice but we 
will do everything in our powers to 
protect at least one of these national 
treasures.” 

In a bid to stave off them being 
scrapped, the museum has rapidly 
submitted a proposal to HCA to save 
at least the Princess Anne which is in 
the most favourable location and in 
better condition than the Princess 
Margaret, which the museum has re¬ 
luctantly accepted is likely to be bro¬ 
ken up and sold for scrap. 

Ms Pullen said: “It would be a trag¬ 
ic loss if they were broken up. They 
are important symbols of British in¬ 
novation and engineering. 

“What they accomplished is in¬ 
credible and they really cannot be 
lost just to make way for a few houses. 
I know this area is a prime seafront 
property, but sometimes history and 
culture is more important. 

“They are national treasures. Eve¬ 
ryone knows about these hovercraft 
and to see them up close is still quite 
awe inspiring.” 

The engines have been removed, 
but it should be possible to use huge 
industrial blowers to get them into 
the air once more. Ms Pullen said 
they have already done this a couple 
of times but moving them a long dis¬ 
tance could be logistically impossible. 

They were built on the Isle of Wight 
by the British Hovercraft Corporation 
in the 1970s and operated from both 
Dover and Pegwell Bay.

The 250-tonne monsters were final¬ 
ly taken off the Channel route in 2000 
when costs became too prohibitive. 

To give an idea of their impressive 
scale, they could carry 400 passen¬ 
gers and 55 cars. The huge gas turbine 
engines ensured the cross took around 
just half an hour with a decent sea 
swell, a spectacular achievement. 

HCA said: “There are currently two 
SN4 hovercraft situated at the water¬ 
front area of the site. This land cur¬ 
rently has planning consent in place 
for a large employment space, which 


could bring hundreds of jobs to the lo¬ 
cal area. 

“In order to further develop the 
site, we have been working with local 
partners to find a solution, and a new 
home for the hovercraft.” 

Hovercraft first made the crossing 
between Calais to Dover as they were 
tested on the route. That first journey 
included inventor Sir Christopher 
Cockerel on board. 

The first cross-Channel passenger 
service started in 1966 and operated 
from Pegwell Bay to Calais. It was fol¬ 
lowed, two years later, by a car serv¬ 
ice between Dover to Bolougne - a 
route it completed on its augural 
journey in a mere 25 minutes. 

The Princess Margaret came into 
service in 1968 and was followed, a 
year later, by the Princess Anne - the 
two craft now at the centre of the 
ownership dispute. 

The popularity of the high speed 
service rose throughout the 1970s 
and peaked in the early 1980s. 

In 1982 it is estimated the vessels 
were carrying a remarkable 2.5 mil¬ 
lion passengers and 400,000 cars in 
just six months alone. 

But as the ferry firms unleashed 
ever more luxurious travel, and start¬ 
ed to eye the more modern looking 
catamarans, the writing was on the 
wall for the craft. They continued to 
serve the Isle of Wight but the cross- 
Channel service was over.

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How childhood home in Kent 
helped inspire author's glory 

Molly Kersey-Law speaks to Costa Book of the Year winner Frances Hardinge on 
the whirlwind which followed her triumph and youth growing up in Penshurst 


A N author who spent part 
of her childhood living 
in Kent is ‘thunder¬ 
struck’ after receiving 
the Costa Book of the 
Year Award - becoming only the sec¬ 
ond author in history to have won the 
title with a children’s book. 

Frances Hardinge won the award 
with her seventh book, The Lie Tree. 

Set in the Victorian era, it tells the 
story of a young girl called Faith who 
decides to investigate the mysterious 
circumstances surrounding her fa¬ 
ther’s death. 

She discovers a tree that only bears 
fruit when it is fed with lies. 

And it proved such a hit with the 
judges of the prestigious contest she 
became only the second children’s 
author to be named the winner. 

The other was Phillip Pullman for 
his acclaimed The Amber Spyglass in 
2001 . 

Now Ms Hardinge says it is taking 
her time to get used to her win. 

“It’s overwhelming but in a very 
nice way,” she told KoS. 

“It’s still very gradually sinking in. 
“For the first few days I was thun¬ 


derstruck. I still am to be honest.” 

So how does it feel to have received 
the same prize as such a well-known 
literary name? 

“That feels unreal,” she said. 

“Philip Pullman is a giant in chil¬ 
dren’s fiction, I am not in the same 
league, but it’s an amazing honour to 
be mentioned in the same sentence.” 

Between the age of seven and 12, 
the author lived with her parents and 
sister in a ‘mouse-infested, gothic 
looking house’ in Penshurst, near 
Tonbridge. 

The house holds fond memories for 
her, and she says it is likely to have 
had an impact upon her writing - in¬ 
spiring some of her stories of a more 
‘spooky’ nature. 

Indeed, at the start of The Lie Tree 
the heroine and her family are relo¬ 
cating from a Kent village too. 

“I am sure it had an effect. I was 
writing some fairly creepy stuff before 
moving to Penshurst but my interest 
in the gothic probably came from that 
time,” she said. 

“The house had a personality in the 
way that not all houses do and that in¬ 
fluences the way you see these things.

“It’s changed a lot now. The owners 
who bought it from us did something 
much more sensible with it and had it 
completely renovated. 

“I haven’t been back because I don’t 
want reality to interfere with my 
memories of the place. 

“I don’t think my parents go back, 
it was a fairly clean break.” 

During her time living in the coun¬ 
ty she attended Penshurst Primary 
School, where she did well in her 


studies and ended up ahead of her 
classmates. 

“The headmaster of Penshurst Pri¬ 
mary, instead of making me trudge 
on with the primary school textbooks 
secured me secondary school text¬ 
books for English and maths. 

“He gave them to me and let me get 
on with it. When I got through my 
English textbooks he gave me Victo¬ 
rian novels, Tess of the D’urbervilles 
was one of them. 

“Thomas Hardy never became one 
of my favourite authors but I really 
respect him for doing that.” 

She said that she had been writing 
pretty much ‘from the point where I 
could hold a pen or pencil’. 

“I have recently started to read 
some of the pages that I wrote as a 
child, there’s quite a lot of them in¬ 
cluding ones that I never showed to 
anybody,” she said. 

“Some of them really had a dark as¬ 
pect to them, there’s a poem called 
the Night Dragon about a dragon that 
slithers silently into towns when eve¬ 
ryone’s asleep and eats night pedes¬ 
trians. That doesn’t even have joined 
up hand writing.”

software company, but still carried 
on writing. 


It was a well-judged push from her 
friend - fellow author Rhiannon Las¬ 
siter - that helped lead Ms Hardinge to 
her present success, with her first 
book, Fly By Night, published by Mac¬ 
millan in 2005. 

“It was years of writing, a big dol¬ 
lop of luck and a very good friend,” 
she said. 

“We’d already been friends for a 
long time and I’d already been writ¬ 
ing short stories for quite a while and 
started submitting them when I was 
16. I accumulated a collection of re¬ 
jection letters but the more you write 
the better you get. 

“She suggested that we try writing 
something together. 

“That didn’t quite happen, we 
didn’t have a single idea for a book but 
developed two - one each. We still en¬ 
joyed meeting up each week. We de¬ 
cided to give each other feedback on 
what we had written.” 

She showed Ms Lassiter some of the 
pages from Fly By Night. 

“She said ‘you do realise that’s a 
children’s book you’re writing’?,” ex¬ 
plained Ms Hardinge. 

“She’d noticed something I hadn’t 
- that my subject matter and my style 
was much more suited to children’s 
fiction. When I’d written about five 
chapters she said that was good 
enough to send for submission. 

“I said ‘no, it’s not good enough, it’s 
just an experiment’. 

“Rhiannon stole my chapters, took 
them to her editor and within a week 
I had a book deal. 

“Rhiannon had been a published 
writer since she was in her teens.” 

She said that she hoped winning 
the award would bring children’s lit¬ 
erature - a subject that she is very 
passionate about - into the limelight, 


and said that books do a great deal to 
help young people during their form¬ 
ative years. 

“I think underestimating chil¬ 
dren’s fiction is tantamount to under¬ 
estimating younger children as read¬ 
ers,” she said. 

“It has a reputation for being light¬ 
weight, simplistic and a bit fluffy, but 
a lot of it really isn’t. 

“It’s serving the hungriest, smart¬ 
est and most eager to learn minds.” 

She added: “I think books are im¬ 
portant to children in a hundred dif¬ 
ferent ways. 

“They allow you to explore and 
think through a lot of very important 
things. They can offer escape when 
you need it, as sometimes we all do. 

“You work through some powerful 
stuff and consider very important is¬ 
sues. They help you see the world 
through countless different perspec¬ 
tives and understand people from dif¬ 
ferent cultures, different genders, dif¬ 
ferent times and they can tell you 
you’re not alone. 

“If there’s something different 
about you you can find a book that 
tells you you’re not the only person to 
have experienced this.” 

The Lie Tree addresses feminism as 
the character Faith becomes aware of 
the sexism present in the society that 
she lives in. 

“Female education is something I 
take seriously,” she said. “Not all my 
books are as obviously feminist as 
The Little Tree but some of them have 
a trace of that and my female charac¬ 
ters tend to be quite complex in what 
I hope is not a stereotyped way.” 

So what’s next for the author? 

“I am writing another book for

T HESE incredible images 
capture our coastline per¬ 
haps like never before.

“Every time I go out I have real 
sense of excitement, exhilaration and 
nerves as I often head into the water 
when it is at its most fierce. Of course, 
there is a real risk of danger when 
you are playing with nature but I 
have always been a strong swimmer 
and train hard to keep my fitness lev¬ 
els up.

C ONCERNS have been 
raised about the living 
standards in some care 
homes in Kent after it 
emerged almost half have 
been branded not good enough by 
inspectors. 

Since a new regime of checking 
care homes was introduced in No¬ 
vember 2014, 128 of the 258 homes 
inspected so far in the county have 
been classed as requires improve¬ 
ment or inadequate. 

Analysis of the reports has found 
many of the same concerns raised by 
the Care Quality Commission (COC), 
such as lack of staff, poor training, 
high-turnover rates, the elderly going 
long periods unattended and failures 
to properly assess people’s risks. 

The figures come as fears were 
raised about the sector’s future finan¬ 
cial viability, as it struggles to cope 
with an increasingly elderly popula¬ 
tion, the introduction of the National 
Living Wage and local authority 
spending cuts. 

The homes, a mixture of nursing 
and residential care providers, are 
rated overall and in five key areas; be¬ 
ing caring and responsive, leader¬ 
ship, safety and effectiveness. 

Of the 258 homes, four were out¬ 
standing, 126 were good, 112 re¬ 
quires improvement and 16 inade¬ 
quate. 

So far, only four homes in the coun¬ 
ty have been given an ‘outstanding’ 
rating. 

Mark Lloyd is the general manager 
at Avante Care & Support Ltd, a care 
home business which currently has 
three homes in Kent rated as ‘good’ 
and one home in Chatham rated as 
‘outstanding’. 

He explained why he thought care 
homes may be struggling. 

“I think care is becoming more 
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complicated, the needs of people are 
far more varied particularly around 
things like dementia care. 

“We’re not exempt from the pic¬ 
ture, we have had to close and sell off 
homes in the past, but we’re coping 
well in a challenging market. 

“We’ve been successful because 
we’ve got a great staffing team, and 
we invest in nursing care to cater for 
patient’s specialist needs as well as 
having mental health specialists at 
our home.” 

The COC itself raised concerns 
about the state of health care and 
adult social care in England for its 
2014/15 State of Care report. 

It concluded: “There are issues 
around the sustainability of provi¬ 
sion due to the increasing complexity 
of people’s care needs, significant cuts 
to local authority budgets, increasing 
costs, high vacancy rates and pres¬ 
sures from local commissioners to 
keep fees as low as possible.” 

It did find, however, that 60 per 
cent of services were providing good 
or outstanding care. 

It found providers struggle to re¬ 
cruit staff and that turnover can be as 
high as 11 per cent for nurses in resi¬ 
dential care. 

Meanwhile, the number of adults 
receiving local authority-funded so¬ 
cial care services fell from a high of 
around 1.8m in 2008/09 to just over 
1.2m in 2013/14, placing further 
pressure on those who run homes. 

Conservative MP for Maidstone, 
Helen Grant said: “These statistics 
are alarming and demonstrate that 
widespread improvements need to be 
made urgently. 

“Thankfully the COC’s rigorous in¬ 
dependent inspections are highlight¬ 
ing those establishments where 
change is needed in the ongoing chal¬ 
lenge of ensuring all care homes are 
providing the best possible service 
and conditions.” 

Sue Howard, the COC’s deputy 
chief inspector for adult social care in

the central region, said: “It is always 
disappointing when we inspect adult 
social care services and find stand¬ 
ards are falling short of what people 
should be able to expect. 

“Our role is to make sure health 
and social care services provide peo¬ 
ple with safe, effective, compassion¬ 
ate, high-quality care. 

“We encourage care services to im¬ 
prove and monitor, inspect and regu¬ 
late services to make sure they meet 
fundamental standards of quality 
and safety. 

“We have received positive feed¬ 
back about our new inspection meth¬ 
odology. We continually monitor the 
progress and improvements provid¬ 
ers are making, for example, of those 
services we have inspected we saw a 
drop in the number of services rated 
as Inadequate, from nine per cent to 
four per cent. 

“Many of these were a result of re¬ 
inspections, where we were pleased 
to see real change and improvements 
for the people receiving care.” 

A 2015 report by Community Care 
found residential staff were missing 
out on vital training in dementia 
care, safeguarding and the Mental 
Capacity Act. 

Meanwhile, a November report by 
the think tank ResPublica, in part-

nership with Four Seasons Health 
Care, HC-One and GMB, described 
Britain’s residential care sector as be¬ 
ing ‘in crisis’ and questioned its fu¬ 
ture viability. 

It estimated nationally there would 
be a funding gap of over £lbn for old¬ 
er people’s residential care by 
2020/21, which could result in the 
loss of around 37,000 beds. 

Factors in this include an increas¬ 
ing older population, over 65s make 
up 18 per cent of the population (and 
set to rise to 25 per cent by 2050), the 
introduction of the living wage, a 
large proportion of the health and 
care budget spend being spent on 
acute conditions and spending cuts 
which mean 90 per cent of local au¬ 
thorities now only provide funding 
for older people with substantial or 
critical needs. 

It claimed that instances like the 
Southern Cross collapse, which saw 
dozens of homes close in 2011, will be 
repeated and this will end up with 
those residents displaced having to be 
looked after in hospitals, creating fur¬ 
ther bed-blocking problems. 

Nationally, the government is 
pushing councils to treat people in 
their homes for longer. 

But there are fears that could come 
at a cost, with homes closing and 
some elderly people ending up 
languishing on hospital wards, be¬ 
cause they are not fit to go home, but 
there are no care homes to look after 
them. 

Professor Martin Green, of Care 
England, echoed these fears, calling 
for the government to do more to set 
national guidelines to prevent a post¬ 
code lottery from emerging. 

He added: “The government has 
shirked its responsibility and passed 
this to local authorities to be in 
charge of and that means we have 
some councils who are doing well 
and others who are languishing. 


It needs to be consistent.” 

A Kent County Council spokesper¬ 
son said: “Most care homes are pri¬ 
vately owned and when concerns are 
raised about the standards of care 
provided, KCC will investigate 
through an adult safeguarding route, 
if appropriate, or a contractual moni¬ 
toring visit to make sure that all resi¬ 
dents are safeguarded. 

“If a home is found to fall short of 
the required standards, KCC works 
intensively with the care homes and 
with COC to improve standards and 
to make sure that the residents’ well¬ 
being is protected. 

“KCC has the power to place sanc¬ 
tions on a contracted home for the 
protection of the residents’ welfare 
which may mean no further local au¬ 
thority residents are placed in the 
home. 

“Failure to improve can result in 
residents who are placed by KCC to be 
placed elsewhere. 

“However those people who fund 
themselves will be advised and sup¬ 
ported by KCC, but the decision to 
leave a placement rests with them¬ 
selves and their families.”

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Listed status 
protects our 
Great War 
memorials 


Chris Murphy reports on how a project 
to mark the Great War’s centenary is 
extending protection through county 


A HOST of war memorials 
across the county have 
become among the first 
to be handed listed status 
to protect them in the fu¬ 
ture and to mark the centenary of the 
First World War. 

The bloody conflict of 1914-1918 
claimed the lives of nine million sol¬ 
diers and saw many millions of others 
wounded. 

Historic England - previously 
known as English Heritage - is plan¬ 
ning to list all 2,800 memorials in the 
country by 2018 to mark the cente¬ 
nary of the end of the conflict. 

Along with the War Memorials 
Trust, it is offering advice and grants 
to help members of the public submit 
applications to have their local war 
memorials listed and repaired where 
necessary. 

And in the first batch of memorials 
to have gain listed status over the last 
year are a host from the county. 

Those that now have Grade II-listed 
status include memorials at The Hill in 
Northfleet; St Edith’s Well in Kemsing 
High Street; Darenth Way, Shoreham; 
on the junction of The Row and High 
Street, Elham; The Grove, Prospect 


Road, Hythe; and at the junction of 
Manston Road, Preston Road and 
High Street at Manston. 

Now it is hoped many more in the 
county will follow suit. 

Historic England told us: “There is 
money available to the owners of these 
memorials, which is usually the local 
council, to spend to ensure there are in 
excellent condition. 

“This is the first time a large batch of 
war memorials have been granted list¬ 
ed status like this. 

“It is important to many local people 
they are maintained properly, and 
with listed status, that will be ensured 
forever.” 

Grade II protection means the sites 
are considered of special interest and 
that “every effort should be made to 
preserve them”. And that normally 
means it is far more complicated and 
expensive to secure planning permis¬ 
sion if a listed site is involved. 

The Historic England spokesperson 
added: “Historic England has pledged 
to list a total of 2,500 war memorials 
over the centenary of the First World 
War. To do this we need members of 
the public to put their war memorials 
forward for listing.

“This is all part of a wider partner¬ 
ship we have forged with War Memori¬ 
als Trust, Civic Voice and the Imperial 
War Museums to help communities 
discover, care for and conserve their 
local war memorials. Working with 
enthusiastic volunteers across the 
country, the programme is providing 
up to £2million in grants for war me¬ 
morial repair and conservation and 
hundreds of workshops to teach people 
how to record their memorials and put 
them forward for listing. 

“Our goal is to see as many war me¬ 
morials as possible are in a fitting con¬ 


dition for the centenary, and they re¬ 
main cherished local landmarks for 
generations to come.” 

Historic England said these essential 
structures were built by communities 
in the years following the conflict, of¬ 
fering a poignant, physical reminder of 
the sacrifices and loss the Great War 
brought about. 

Campaigning organisation Kent 
Fallen has a ‘roll of shame’ website with 
14 memorials in disrepair or neglected. 
It calls on the authorities to repair 
them. It claims three others have been 
rectified since they made the list. 


Roger Bowdler is director of listing 
at Historic England. He said: “Re¬ 
searching, recording and recommend¬ 
ing up to 2,500 more war memorials 
for listing over the next five years is a 
major task but one that Historic Eng¬ 
land is proud to undertake. These me¬ 
morials will gain a place on the Na¬ 
tional Heritage List for England to tell 
the story of this country’s sacrifice and 
struggle.”

Author returns with fascinating look at how one village 
coped during the trauma of the Second World War 

Retired journalist reveals how a German bomber crashed down in a local recreation ground and 
how the community rallied in the dark days of war. His latest book also takes a close look at the 
lives of those who made the ultimate sacrifice and are now listed on the village’s war memorial... 


Kennington 
at War 

1939-1945 


A RETIRED Fleet Street journalist 
has published a book examining 
the impact of the Second World War 
on a village near Ashford. 

Kennington at War 1939-1945, by 
Robin Britcher, tells how the village 
coped and of those who are 
remembered on the local war 
memorial. 

The author, who spent many 
years working for the London 
Evening Standard, said: “During 
my research I met the families of 
many of those who died and others 
who lived here during the war. 

They had some remarkable stories 
to tell. 

“There was the night a German 


Heinkel bomber crash-landed on 
what is now the recreation ground 
in May 1941 after being shot down 
by a Spitfire. Neighbours rushed to 
pull the injured crew from the 
wreckage - even providing them 
with cups of tea before they were 
taken away.” 

The navigator Albert Hufenreuter, 
who suffered a broken leg, made an 
emotional return nearly 40 years 
later to visit those who had come to 
his aid. 

Peter Huckstepp, who as a 
teenager had been one of the first to 
reach the plane, explains in the 
book: “There was a knock on my 
front door. A big man was standing 


there and he introduced himself as 
Albert, the navigator of the plane. 
My wife and I invited him in, gave 
him a cup of tea, and he told us the 
whole story.” 

The German also visited the 
home of the couple whose garden 
fence the plane had destroyed to 
apologise. 

The next time the Luftwaffe came 
to Kennington was three days 
before Christmas 1943 when nine 
bombs were dropped bringing 
death and destruction. 

On the lighter side there are 
memories of when food was so 
short rook pie was served for 
dinner, of ammunition stored in the 



Congregational chapel and of 
the evacuees who were billeted 
with local families. 

Mr Britcher, who is also the 
author of Kennington at War 
1914-18, said: “I’ve always felt it 
was important that those who 
lost their lives should be more 
than just a name on the 
memorial - the youngest was 
only 14.1 hope that by telling 
their stories they will be 
remembered by younger 
generations.”

January update from 
your Independent MEP 
for the South East '1J

Last week I travelled to Strasbourg for one 
of the twelve visits we MEPs make to vote 
in the European Parliament. MEPs have 
voted to abandon this travelling circus 
which costs £130m per annum but it is 
blocked by the French. 

In last week’s plenary we discussed the 
migrant crisis - (it’s on the agenda again) 
- it’s on the agenda every month. The un¬ 
elected Commission has decided that EU 
states will have compulsory migrant quo¬ 
tas imposed upon them. A German min¬ 
ister helpfully suggested that we impose a 
fuel levy to fund this issue. This is in addi¬ 
tion to the €3bn paid to Turkey to stem the 
migrant flow (with no limit). Turkey also 
demanded (bribed) that work visas should 
be waived and talks accelerated for Tur¬ 
key’s membership of the EU. Yet still the 
migrants come. 

MEPs agreed that external borders should 
be strengthened. Some EU states are well 
ahead of this, ie Hungary, but they face 
‘sanctions for inhumane actions’. You 
cannot win. 

This month, three of the political groups 
asked that the sex attacks on women and 
school children across European cities 
and the media cover-ups be on the agen¬ 
da. The Germans blocked the move. I 
spoke about it anyway. 


I have visited Calais on a number of oc¬ 
casions and highlighted in Parliament that 
the majority of illigal immigrants in the 
camps are fit young men who are eco¬ 
nomic migrants, not refugees. Those that 
are genuine refugees should be returned 
to camps in the Middle East and north Af¬ 
rica to stay in their countries in safe ha¬ 
vens and fight for their freedoms too. 

We travel back to Strasbourg in early Feb¬ 
ruary. Again, we will discuss the crisis, 
much will be proposed, more British tax¬ 
payers’ money will be spent but nothing 
done because of the inability of Parlia¬ 
ment to recognise that the nation states 
and voters’ views are very different to the 
bureaucrats’ vision.

Francesca Gosling attends a masterclass with TV’s Fabulous Baker Brothers, Tom and Henry Herbert 


W HEN it comes to 
home cooking, 
there is nothing 
quite like the smell 
and taste of freshly- 

baked bread. 

But - as my own experience con¬ 
firms - making bread from scratch 
can be an arduous process that can 
go wrong at pretty much every stage. 

Thankfully, help is at hand in the 
form of a masterclass with TV’s Fabu¬ 
lous Baker Brothers, aka Tom and 
Henry Herbert, to try my hand at 
easy ways to make a range of loaves. 

The brothers are experienced in 
pretty much every area of baking. But 
they faced a new challenge when 
they embarked on a project with 
brewer AB InBev, to create a range of 


‘Beer Bread’ - bespoke bread recipes 
to match different beers. 

“Both bread and beer were devel¬ 
oped at the same time thousands of 
years ago by the Egyptians,” says a 
thoroughly excited Tom. 

“They share key ingredients, so 
they’re natural bedfellows.” 

It’s not long before I’m getting stuck 
in and having a go at making a pine¬ 
apple soda bread (designed to perfect¬ 
ly compliment a chilled bottle of Stel¬ 
la Artois). Possibly one of the simplest 
types to bake, soda bread uses baking 
powder - rather than yeast - to rise, so 
it doesn’t need proving, meaning 
there are fewer stages in the process 
to mess up. Instead of using regular 
flour, we start off with a base of spelt. 

“It’s a great source of fibre,” says

Henry, “and has a low GI, so it’s quite 
good for you - and can even help pre¬ 
vent bowel cancer.” 

We mix it with buttermilk, pineap¬ 
ple and a splash of Stella, before get¬ 
ting our hands in to knead and 
squeeze it together. 

After shaping our loaves into 
slightly flattened ‘boules’, cutting 
crosses into the tops to allow the heat 
through, and baking for about half 
an hour, we brush them with a glaze 
made from reduced Stella and pineap¬ 
ple juice, then sprinkle with barley. 

“This bread is like eating a pina co- 
lada cocktail,” says Tom. 

While there was nowhere near 
enough time in the masterclass to try 
our hand at baking all the recipes the 
brothers have developed, we are giv¬ 


en a limitless supply to taste. 

My favourite is the apple, walnut, 
barley and malted wheat seeded loaf, 
designed to accompany a cold bottle 
of Beck’s Vier. However, the clear 
winner in the room is the light and 
fluffy Hoegaarden-inspired brioche, 
flavoured with spiced orange and co¬ 
riander. 

The rest of the brothers’ repertoire 
includes a traditional sourdough 
made from Hobbs House Bakery’s 
own 60-year-old yeast starter, to 
partner with a golden goblet of Leffe, 
a crusty tiger bread to serve up as a 
hefty sandwich with a Budweiser and 
- Tom’s favourite - a tangy sea salt 
and lime-encrusted cornbread, car¬ 
rying the light and refreshing fla¬ 
vours of an ice-cold Corona.

Tobago keeps working its charm 


TRAVEL REVIEW: Tobago 

by ALex Dudok de Wit 


F OR an island that’s named 
after the stuff, Tobago is 
short on good tobacco. I’m 
drifting through the shops 
in the lush coastal hamlet of 
Castara, hoping to find something 
other than the dreaded red Du Mau- 
rier packs. 

My search takes me up into the 
hills that enclose the village, where 
the houses thin out and give way to 
tropical foliage. I pass tethered goats, 
bamboo thickets and drooping rain 
trees, eventually stopping beneath a 
squat white Methodist church on a 
hilltop. My eyes take in the kaleido¬ 
scope of chlorophyll around me: lime 
yellows, grass greens, deep viridians 
- and, in a gap between the leaves, the 
dark sparkle of the sea. I feel calm; I 
no longer need the cigarettes. 

This is my first time in the Carib¬ 
bean. I’ve come to unwind. Tobago 
has built a burgeoning tourism in¬ 
dustry around its image as a mellow 
alternative to its busier neighbours. 

Showy resorts and tacky clubs are 
scarce; beaches are unspoiled; no¬ 
where does tourism threaten to over¬ 
whelm the community. Everything is 
on a manageable scale. 

The novel idea that you can enjoy 
yourself in a foreign country without 
infuriating the locals, upsetting their 
economy and wrecking their envi¬ 
ronment, which finds expression in 
the concept of sustainable tourism, is 
taking off here. I’m spending some 
time within one of the pioneers of the 
trend on the island: Castara Retreats, 
a fetching cluster of wood-built lodg¬ 
es set among the village’s hills. 

I’m put up in the Fisherman’s 
Lodge, which used to be just that, be¬ 
fore owners Steve and Sue bought 
and repurposed it as a sleekly fur¬ 
nished guesthouse. Over a daiquiri

on the Retreats’ terrace bar, Steve - a 
bluff Welshman who looks like a 
slighter, sun-kissed David Bowie - 
lays out his creed: he aims to draw, as 
far as possible, on what’s already 
there, such as local services and the 
island’s natural resources. The Re¬ 
treats should be integrated into Cas- 
tara’s community, not imposed on it. 

Steve combines a forthright prag¬ 
matism with a keen interest in the 
people around him. Before long, he’s 


worked out I’ve never been fishing, 
and decides to do something about it. 

The pace of the days in Castara may 
be slow, but it picks up in Steve’s mo¬ 
torboat. He and his stepson, Callum, 
are taking me out to sea. 

I unspool my fishing line, lean back 
and study the swiftly passing coastal 
scenery, occasionally pausing to reel 
in a bonito. 

As our catch count climbs, the 
view shifts from the outer reaches of 


Castara’s cove to tree-capped rocky 
outcrops, then to white sand. We’ve 
reached Cotton Bay, a honeymoon- 
perfect beach with nobody on it - our 
lunch spot. The beach is inaccessible 
by road; we are alone with the lizards 
and pile of freshly caught bonito. 

Tobago abounds in impossibly ro¬ 
mantic hideaways. Cotton Bay is one 
of a score of secluded beaches pepper¬ 
ing the coast. From these, one spies 
mysterious outlying islands.

The view from my room at Blue 
Waters Inn, a tranquil seaside hotel 
where I spend a few nights en route to 
Castara, takes in Goat Island, on 
which stands a solitary house that 
may or may not have belonged to Ian 
Fleming (nobody’s quite sure). 

Behind it, Little Tobago - an unin¬ 
habited birdwatcher’s paradise - low¬ 
ers on the horizon. Then there’s To¬ 
bago’s dense Forest Reserve, the 
oldest forest conservation zone in the 
western hemisphere (est. 1776), and 
home to a delightful array of flora, 
fauna and purling waterfalls. 

The sun rises early in Tobago. On 
my last day, I get up at dawn and head 
to the beach, where the local fisher¬ 
men are casting a net the size of Bel¬ 
gium in the bay. I watch them scan 
the waters for fish and adjust their 
huge mesh. 

Faces grown familiar pass me on 
the way, and we nod good morning. 
The cicadas are stirring; I walk up to 
join them among the trees in the hills. 
And from there I see it all below me in 
the brightening air: the houses, the 
people, the white sand and the dark 
sea beyond, all calm. 

Once more, Tobago is working its 
charm - the clamour of city life has 
never seemed further away.

SPOTLIGHT 

(15, 129 mins) Drama/Thriller 

AT its best, investigative journalism 
is a scalpel that slices through fatty 
rhetoric and cuts readers to the 
bones of institutions that should be 
defending our interests. 

In early 2002, the Spotlight 
Investigations team of the Boston 


Globe ran a series of meticulously 
researched articles, exposing the 
sexual abuse of minors in the 
Boston archdiocese. 

Coverage of the scandal rippled 
far beyond the city and compelled 
other victims to come forward, 
which sent shockwaves through the 
Roman Catholic Church. 

The newspaper was subsequent¬ 
ly awarded the 2003 Pulitzer Prize 
for Public Service in Journalism for 
its courageous and comprehensive 
coverage, which lifted a heavy veil 
of secrecy stretching back several 
decades. 

Thomas McCarthy’s impeccably 
crafted drama pays tribute to the 
close-knit team of tenacious editors 
and reporters who tirelessly 
pursued the ugly truth and wrung 
their sweat and tears into the 
exposes. 

Deputy Managing Editor Ben 
Bradlee Jr - played by John Slattery 
- presides over the Boston Globe 


newsroom and has direct responsi¬ 
bility for the Spotlight team led by 
Walter “Robby” Robinson - played 
by Michael Keaton. 

Down in the basement, Robby 
and colleagues Michael Rezendes 
(Mark Ruffalo), Sacha Pfeiffer 
(Rachel McAdams) and Matt 
Carroll (Brian d’Arcy) invest 
thousands of man hours following 
leads. 

Their work is valuable, but costly, 
and incoming Boston Globe editor 
Marty Baron (Liev Schreiber) 
makes clear he is willing to make 
difficult cuts. 

“I’m focused on finding a way to 
make this paper essential to its 
readers,” he tells Robby. 

The team is mired in a potentially 
explosive story. 

Attorney Mitchell Garabedian 
(Stanley Tucci) claims to have 
documents which prove Cardinal 
Bernard Law (Len Cariou) knew 
about abuse within the diocese and 


did nothing. Marty authorises 
Robby to quietly pursue the story 
before he is personally summoned 
to a meeting with the Cardinal. 

Battle lines are drawn and Robby 
pleads with his writers to keep their 
emotions in check as they are 
confronted with horrific stories of 
shattered innocence. 

‘ 'I don’t want the Chancery 
getting wind of this before we know 


what we have,” he implores. 

Spotlight is a clinical, precise and 
riveting dramatization of a bloody 
war of words in a city in the thrall of 
the church. 

The ensemble cast are exem¬ 
plary with Ruffalo gifted the film’s 
stand-out scene of unfettered 
indignation that undoubtedly 
secured him an Oscar nomination 
as Best Supporting Actor.

As a Dartford resident, who lives 
a two-minute drive away from the 
tunnel approach, your proposal of 
another bridge next to the existing 
QE2 Bridge is totally abhorrent. 

For years, Dartford residents have 
suffered pollution, noise and traffic 
congestion on a daily basis. 
Increased traffic volume over recent 
years has exacerbated the situation. 

An example of the impact the 
Dartford Crossing has on

Honda’s original HR-V failed to make a mark in what became a boom sector - Honda 1.6 i-DTEc 
can its successor do better? asks Steve Loader... SE Navi Man . 



T IMING doesn’t seem to be 
a Honda strength. 

The Japanese marque’s 
latest HR-V arrived last 
year, a decade after its 
predecessor’s failed attempt to open 
an SUV (sports utility vehicle) sector 
for younger buyers. 

Touted as ‘The Joy Machine’, it 
brought little joy for Honda during 
six unremarkable years on sale, but 
the brand then simply watched as 
the sector it had targeted blossomed 
into one of the fastest growing and 
most lucrative. 

So, the new HR-V (from £17,995) 
has its work cut out on re-entering 
the fray. 

Fortunately, there’s lots to like, 
notably its spacious interior in 
relation to exterior size, enabling it to 
rival the all-conquering yet bulkier 
Nissan Oashqai crossover, while 
appearing little larger than its ugly 
junior sibling, the Juke. 

The Honda is also rakishly styled 
although the concealed rear door 
handles show that this styling ruse 
- originally conceived to make a car 
look like a coupe - is not only 
becoming cliched, but used inappro¬ 
priately here on a tall and most 
un-coupe like vehicle. 

There are styling gaffes inside too: 


the dashboard is well-ordered but 
dull - with an irritating sat nav 
system, if fitted - while the passenger 
side’s slitted air vents look awful. 

But this shouldn’t detract from the 
flexibility of the car, which is roomy 
for passengers and has a bigger boot 
than the Oashqai - 453 litres with 
rear seats up, 1,026 litres seats down 


- while also offering the ‘Magic 
Seats’ system borrowed from Honda’s 
Jazz and Civic Hatchbacks. 

This allows the rear seat bases to 
be fixed upright so tall items can be 
loaded into the rear floorwell. 
Perhaps even better, the under seat 
space can be readily used for extra 
stowage such as coats and bags. 


However, those few would-be 
buyers who hanker for the rugged 
and sporty SUV image plus four- 
wheel drive will be disappointed to 
learn that this option is not offered 
- unlike most HR-V rivals. Indeed, 
that absence allows a number of 
cheaper non-SUV rivals such as the 
clever Citroen C4 Cactus to come

into a buyer’s thoughts. 

Two engines are offered on the 
HR-V: an all-new 13OPS (128bhp) 

1.5 litre i-VTEC petrol and a 12 OPS 
(118bhp) 1.6 litre i-DTEC diesel (from 
£20,245) with six-speed manual 
gearboxes or a newly-developed CVT 
(petrol only) automatic. 

We can’t speak for the petrol, but 
were impressed as ever by Honda’s 
smooth and frugal 1.6 diesel. 

It delivers plenty of low down clout 
for the taut handling HR-V and 
0-62mph in 10.2 seconds, while 
offering the lowest payable road tax 
band (£20/year) and an official 
combined 68.9mpg. 

The ride can be choppy on poorer 
roads, but Honda’s mainstream/ 
premium image and consistently 
high customer satisfaction stats are 
another HR-V compensation.

DO Ask for trimmings like a tank of fuel, car mats or further discounts or 
extras. 

Pick a model that saves fuel, insurance, road tax and depreciation - it 
isn’t getting any easier out there. 

Tread carefully with ‘eco’ models: check price, running costs, green 
credentials and savings on planned mileage versus years of ownership, 
then compare the closest standard version. The latter’s overall savings 
might surprise you. 

Make the most of your part exchange. Assuming you are not 
trading in a banger that the dealer will simply pack off to the nearest 
auction, it pays to make the most of your old car. Clean and polish 
it and replace obvious missing items such as a wheel cover or 
badge; don’t give the salesman an excuse to mark its value 
down. And make sure all the paperwork and history is neatly 
packaged up to go with the car; be critical of your old motor and 
put right what you can without spending big. 


DON'T Accept the first deal on offer - be ready to haggle. 

Fall for what seems like a big bargain before you even haggle. 

It could be an unpopular engine/trim combination or a car on 
‘run-out’ where production ceased a while ago, and might 
depreciate badly. 

Assume a diesel will save: you usually pay more upfront for 
diesel power, so you must cover more miles to claw that money 
back in fuel economy. And the engines are generally heavier, 
causing more wear on front tyres and mechanicals. Meanwhile 
economy and emissions on small petrol cars have improved and they 
are often nicer to drive. In short - do your sums.

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B UYERS may have 

eco-logy in mind when 
buying their next car, but 
it’s probably a long way 
behind eco-nomy. 

They will be looking for the real 
savings on fuel and tax behind any 
‘eco’ car’s sales pitch - at least until 
the Chancellor’s new road tax 
scheme applies in 2017. 

For now tax bandings range from 
zero for cars with the lowest C02 
emissions (band A - below 100g/ 


km) right up to £505. 

Even more crucially, you don’t pay 
anything for low C02 emitting cars 
in bands B-D for the first year, but 
the tax soars higher up the scale so 
that serious gas guzzlers in the top 
band, M, attract £1,100 tax in year 
one. 

Anyone spending £50,000- 
100,000 on a car probably won’t 
fret, but most people want to save 
fuel and tax, while also doing their 
bit for the environment. 


Longer term, electric cars may be 
the answer, but battery technology 
must catch up and it’s increasingly 
unclear whether the National Grid 
could cope with a stampede towards 
‘driving electric’ anyway, so the 
latest trend is towards plug-in 
hybrids. 

Better than a standard hybrid, 
these allow you to charge the 
batteries overnight or at the office 
during the day, so upfront travel 
costs are kept low. 


There are also conventional ‘eco’ 
cars, but these are not always 
cheap, so shop around and note that 
if you don’t cover enough miles to 
make fuel savings offset the car’s 
purchase price, conventional 
alternatives may be a better 
bet. 

Don’t ignore petrol models either; 
concerns about harmful NOX 
(oxides of nitrogen) emissions from 
diesels, plus the higher price of the 
engines upfront should be compared 


with lively new turbocharged small 
capacity petrol engines with low 
emissions and consumption. 

It’s clear the market is heeding 
concerns about NOX and the 
increasing efficiency of petrol: last 
year’s record registration figures 
showed petrol enjoying greater 
growth (8.4 per cent versus 3 per 
cent) while equal market shares 
indicated that diesel’s superiority 
was waning for the first time in 
decades.

OAD testing your chosen new car is crucial before you 
sign the paperwork - you have plenty of time to regret 
a hasty purchase. 

Our top tips: 


Book early - New Reg is a busy time for dealers, so 
map out a ‘test drive campaign’ to drive your candidate models 
soon after one another, for more accurate comparisons. You are 
helped here by many dealers choosing ‘motor city’ sites like Broad 
Oak at Canterbury, Ashford’s Orbital Park and Dowding Way, 
Tunbridge Wells - you can get from one dealer to another quickly. 


Don't be hurried - yes, it is a busy period, but insist on enough 
time to drive the car in all situations: in town traffic, on the 
motorway - or some high speed cruising at least - and on less 
well-maintained rural roads. An hour should be sufficient - if you 
avoid getting stuck in a jam. 






What are you looking for? - experience of different road 
surfaces, highlighting seating and ride comfort issues, plus 
engine, wind, tyre and mechanical noise. And especially... 

Do you like the controls? - it used to be easy to switch from 
one car to another and quickly find your way around the 
dashboard, but many carmakers are now going their own way in 
search of the best ergonomics or human interaction, but they 
don’t suit everyone. Just one bone of contention is the electronic 
handbrake and the many different installations. 

Is it the right spec? - try to get a test car as close to the one 
you are interested in, even if you have to wait a few days extra or 
go to another dealership. 

Make it a family outing - it can be a painful process of ‘are we 
there yet?’ proportions, but try to get as many of the would-be car 
users involved in the test drive - drivers and non-drivers. It can 
answer questions about comfort and visibility in the rear and, 
specifically, is there really room for three across the back seat, 
especially if one place has to take a strap-in child seat or booster 
as well? Also, can you lift shopping in and out of the boot easily or 
indeed, is there much of a boot? 

Don't feel pressured - whether you have one or several 
candidates to check out, don’t sit down and sign on the dotted line 
immediately. Go away and weigh your thoughts; maybe leave the 
salesman with a reason to be cheerful by asking whether it would 
be OK to come back for another test drive. If the reaction isn’t good 
then you’ve learned something there too!

WITH ‘the greatest show on turf set 
to grace our screens this evening, the 
county’s interest in American foot¬ 
ball is expected to experience its an¬ 
nual spike.
